yrading improvements. All of 
these public works represent an 
expenditure of the taxpayers’ mone 


ey and while this money frequently 
comes more easily for new utility 


extensions or new street paving, 
it should be remembered that it is 
equally important that funds be 
appropriated for the proper and 
nec essary enlargement or replac Ce 
ment of old or overloaded fa ili- 
ties. 

bach year the board ol public 
works attempts to achieve a bal- 
ance between new construction 
and replacement in its program as 
placed before the annual town 
meeting; but sometimes the urgen- 
cy of one sort of service over- 
shadows others, resulting in the 
overlooking ol the less urgent 
tho equally vital services. 

Surface water drainage 15 one ol 
these services wht h has been 
slighted in the past due to the 
needs for other utilities sewer 
and water primarily. However, the 
past two wel years have served to 
accentuate the need for preater 
expenditures in the field of drain- 
age. The increased storm run-olls 
which follow the change of coun- 
try land into residential lots have 
taxed many of our culverts to the 
point ot weakness and failure. 
Some of these have been repaired 
or replaced already under current 
maintenance funds; but many other 
reconstruction jobs and new Con- 
struction jobs will require spet ial 
funds. 

\pproximate estimates lor WOrk 
on togers brook, alt Shawsheen 
Heights, at Wolcott and Maple, 
avenues, at uppel Summer street, 
at Upland road, at Hidden road 
and at several other locations 
being studied easily exceed a to- 
tal of $300,000. Of course the 
vreateslt expense would be en- 
tailed in caring for Rogers brook, 
a stream which passes thru the 
built-up center of town, but even 
the lesser jobs in the outskirts 
run into the thousands ol dollars 
class. The total rises rapidly 
when one considers the number of 
damaged drainage structures en- 
countered since the extreme rains 
of sept. ls 1954. 

In considering expenditures fot! 
additional sewers we have to re- 
member that we have practically 
reached the limit of gravity e@X- 
tensions. Krom now on it will be 
necessary to consider separate 
systems such as that recently 
completed in Ballardvale, or else 
resort to pumping from low areas 
into the present gravity system. 

As an example olf the latter it 
would cost about $70,000 to con- 
struct a pumping extension down 
South Main street to Ballardvale 
road, a distance ol about one 
mile. This represents a per foot 
cost of about two-and-one-halt 
times that of our recent straight 
yravity Sewers of same diameter. 
Hence from now on we may plan 
that nearly all sewer extensions 
will be costly extensions, and 
that it would not be difficult to 

ymmit $200,000 for the serving 
of a few dilficult areas, \n equal
